This material is equally adapted for exterior and interior work. It is often used instead of stone or terra cotta, 
is much finer in modeling and execution, and very much less expensive. It has been used freely in the East by the 
better class of architects during twenty years past, and because of my large accumulation of models I am enabled 
to make prices in competition with the many inferior lines in the market or even with amateurs. 

In submitting this catalogue I have restricted the issue of the larger one, but will send it on receipt of $3.00, 
which cost I will remit upon receiving orders amounting to $40.00 
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In making sketches and details, architects may select sizes from our lists and specify Charles Emmer*s capitals by number. In ordering, 
give number, height of capital, size of neck, of shaft face and return "A/ 1 It is safest for architects or owners to order this work direct, 
as in so doing they are sure to get Emmel's goods. Capitals for exterior use should be flashed on top with lead. This material takes the 
place of terra cotta or stone. It is much finer in modeling and very much less expensive. 

In allowing for height, the pin of the column should be made a trifle longer than the height given for the capital, in order to bear ihe 
weight and take the strain off the capital itself.
